RESOURCEFUL CANADIANS — 


Thrilling Incidents of Artillery Actions 
—Foot-sloggers” Praised 


WITH KITCHENER’S “MOB” 


Cowards Few and Far Between Among 
- Britain's Sons 


‘An artilleryman with the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force writes as fol- 
“The Canadian infantry are 
superb. Somehow they make me 
thrill with pride and enthusiasm when 
I- see them come ‘back after a stiff 
engagement—weary, mud-stained, and 
generally war-worn, but singing all 
the way. There is never a grumble 
among them. We have had many 
exciting experiences, but I think the 
most exciting was at Festubert. We 
were in a position by an orchard, 
which had once been a fire trench, 
but was then a reserve. It was de- 
cided that our battery should fire at 
the:German position as much as pos- 
sible before the Germans replied, and 
that directly they did so we were to 
get out of the way into shelter; as 
our position was much exposed. ‘We 
fired 560 rounds, and then the Germans 
began and we all got into trenches. 
The position shelled was about an 
acre, and inside two hours there were 
counted 269 shells fallen in that acre, 
Our guns escaped hardly damaged, 
but four or five ammunition wagons 
were hit. In one case there’ was a 
tremendous explosion, and the wagon 
was blown to pieces; and in other 
cases the heat caused the ammunition 
to pop off. The scrub around caught 
fire, and in the blaze we lost all our 
kit. To save the guns we had to go 
out and put out the fire. We did this 
with great difficulty, but we managed 
to pull our gun out, and we were af- 
terwards highly complimented by our 
brigadier, who is a splendid soldier.”
